Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election witli traverse of Group II in the reply filed on October 7, 2009 is 
acknowledged. In view that PCT Rule 13.1 requires that all inventions are so linked as to form a 
single inventive concept. Further, Applicants under PCT rules are entitle to a compound, a 
method of making and using said compound. Therefore, claims 1-18 do form a single inventive 
concept and as such the restriction (lack of unity) requirement in the previous Office Action is 
withdrawn by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-18 are now pending and subject to examination.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: the individual steps of using the metal-organic framework 
material as a catalyst, pigment, sensor, electrical conductor or ion conductor. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,648,508. The '508 patent discloses a crystalline metal-organic microporous 
material comprising a metal ion and a ligand containing multidentate functional groups useful in 
the purification of liquids or gases, catalysis, and removal of impurities. See examples. Note 
that that the instant claims differ from the '508 in the method of making the claimed material, 
however, "[E]ven though product-by-process claims are Umited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or 
obvious fi"om a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made 
by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985).
